“The - chauffeur 
wad the only one who escaped 
Injury, but after taking his paa- 
senger-victima to.the hospital; he 
died in dramatic fashion of few 
hours Inter, entering a hotel, end, 
it ja reported, swallowing a whole 
bottle of Lysol. [t is believed 
that the caw of this extra- 
ordinary action was fear of the 
conrequences of the accident, as 
the Police have no ‘record of him 
Lelng a licensed driver. . 

Detnilx'of the actual cause of the 
aceldent were rather scanty Inst 
night, but it'appears that n party 
of five Chinese motored to Repulse 
369, a hand- 
soni: five-seater Buick touring car, 
and, after enjoying a awim, began 
the homeward journey shortly be- 
fore 7.30. It was as the  vehicte 
was negotiating a dangerous hair- 
pin bend that) the 3 cident 
pecurred, the sar unexpectedly 
lurvhing to the side. striking 
the embankment, and tering its 
oseupants in all d vl 

The -car itself was almost un- 
damayred, only the nearside 
mudguard and Hood being battered. 
The driver, Wong JKa-chi, also 
ceaped injury, but the others were 
jeaa fortunate, ad he immediately 
drove them to the Government Civil 
Hospital. 

Dr. Thomas, wha was jn atten: 
dance, quickly ascertained the 
nature of the injuries, and found 
that Law Hung-lun, one of the men, 
was suffering from multiple | in- 
Juries and was in grave danger. 
Everything: possible was done for 
him, but he passed away at 12 pam.

face, but her condition is not re- 
garded as serious; while another 
irl, How Lai-wan, aged 18, sustain- 
vd a slight cut to the left cye.

Driver's Action. 


The movements of the driver 
after depositing the injured at the 
hospital, and his subsequent death, 
add dramatic touches 
story. 

‘As far aa cnn be ascertained, he 
went straight from the hospital to 
the Empress Hotel, and in a room 
there he drank a whole bottle of 
Lysol. He was discovered ina 
terrible condition, and the Police 
were sent for. It was not until he 
arrived at the hospital, and Dr. 
Thomas recognised him, that it was 
realised he was the driver of the 
car involved in an accident only a 
few hours previously. © ‘The man 
died almost immediately after .ad- 
inission to hospital.

A CONVICT HULK 
SUGGESTED. 


The revival . of trouble at 
‘Victorian Gaol’ again throws into 
prominence one of the Colony’s 
most diMeult problems. Apart 
altogether from the motives of the 
prisoners in defying authority 
and indulging in ‘organised wail- 
ing, it ix the overcrowded condi- 
lion of the prison and its utter 
unsuitability as a penal institu- 
tion which had brought about the 
prevent situation. ‘There would 
be no difficulty In handling the 
problem if there were prospects of 
the-early-créction. of anew. nol, 
built on niodern lines, somewhere 
far removed from the city, The 
trouble is, however, that at the 
moment the Colony has not the 
funds for a new prison, ond, eyen 
if tt had, such a building would 
tnke some years to erect, The 


‘question of what could he done in 


the interim would thus remain. 
It in Interesting, in looking back 
over the Colony's history, to ‘note 
that nt one time there was a gaol 
on Stonccutters Island, It was 
completed in 1864, and -occupa- 
tion for the prisoners was found 
in quarrying-work. * Some years 
later, however, it fell into disuse, 
by reason of frequent escapes 
having occurred, Incidentally, it 
muy be: mentioned that the build- 
ing was destroyed in 1875 wby a 
‘typhoon. Pending the erection of 
a new gaol,. prisoners were’ for 
some time accommodated .on a 
hulk moored between Stonecuttera 
and the malnland. This hulk was 
named the “Royal Saxon,” and on 
being put into commission, some) 
three ‘hundred long-term .conivicts

British Films. 


The correspondence published 
in the lust day or two on the 
subject of British films revives an 
old controversy. , The chief com- 
plaint is that one of the local 
cifemas, with two reasonably good 
British pictures available, omitted 
to give them a chaunee, by nllotting 
only two days for cach. As con- 
sistent advocates of u film quota 
system fur Hongkong, we ure to 
a jurge extent in sympathy with 
the viewpoint of those who have 
ventured the protest. We must 
draw the line, however, at rating 
them above American films of a 
similar type, and at thrusting the 
entire blame upon cinema man- 
ugements. It should be obvious 
that if the pulling power of eithor 
“Splinters” or “Rookery Nook” 
has been misjudged by the theatre, 
they will be brought back. later 
on. Box office receipts are the 
sole criteria of the interest value 
of a_ film, and no amount of 
argument can get beyond the 
point. The picture that’ appeals 
to the lowest common multitude is 
the one which will have the longest 
run, be it the utterest drivel ever 
ullowed to escape from Hollywood 
without an automatic burner. 
Four-fifths, of regular film-goers 
would fail to apprecinte . the 
subtleties, of “Rookery Nook” and 
if one misses the value of the 
Traversties there is very little left. 
Tho film, in fact, failed to draw 
the Chinese in any numbers, and 
no theatre in Hongkong Is in a 
position to cater solely for a 
European audience, The com- 
plaint should not be against the 
allotment of but two days to these 
particular films, but against the 
failure of local theatres to get, or 
even -to seck to get, up-to-date 
British films. Everything: shown 
in Hongkong hitherto was made 
in . the days when Elstree was

It ig the mis- 
tress who will put ‘up with prac- 
tienlly everything, not the maid. .

Sir Arthur Keith, taking for-the 
subject of his Rectorial adress at 
Aberdeen University, “The Place of 
Prejudice in Modern Civilisation,”

“Would. it be a geod thing,” he 
asked, “for the ultimate health and 
hoppiness of. mankind | if reaxon 
were not only to overcome our pre- 
judices, but also to climinate them 
from the heart altogether? Soonor 
or Inter all the nations of the world 
will have to consider this question 
and find an answer to it. My own 
nnawor Is bused on a study of man's 
long history. J am convinced that, 
for the fulure welfare of mankind, 
those inborn likes and dislikes of 
ours—-our' — prejudices—must be 
given an assigned place.” 

Dealing with the origin of pre- 
judices, Sir Arthur Keith said that 
every tribe in the peenlatorle world 
represented un evolutionary experi- 
ment. :

“As you Took through the doure 
way into this prehistoric world,” 
Sir Arthur Kelth continued, “you 

‘become astounded ‘at the Ingenuity

engaged. In the eternal struggle to 
obtain promotion and avoid relegas 
tion, Our modern masters of foot. 
ball have but copled the scheme: of

“Hor Lengue of Humanity had its 
divialons—racial divisiona—white, 
yellow, brown, and black, Tribes 
vonatituted her competing teams, 
No transfers for her; each member 
of the team had to be homeborn and 
home-bred. She did not trust her 
players or their managers farther 
than she could sge them, ; 

“To make certain they coutd play 
the great game of Jife as she in- 
tended it should be played, she put

“(2) By accepting persons as 
patients who.to your knowledge 
had come to you as the direct 
resull of said articles, 


“(3) By seeking to Induce re- 
xistered medical’ practitioners to 
use in the treatment of their 
patients and to make themsclves 
responsible for a medicament of 
whose properties and action 
such practitionera were not 
fully informed.” : 
The “chargey were brought by 

the Medical Defence Union, repre- 
sented by Mr, Oswald Hempson, 
solicitor. Dr. Hocken, who np- 
peared and was represented by Mr. 
H. Beaver, denied the charge.

USURY SCANDAL.

No fewer than three hundred 
and fifty-seven’ recommenda- 
tions are made In the Report of 
the Royal Commission on La- 
bour in India, which has been 
engaged in an exhaustive sur- 
vey of labour conditions in that 
country under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. J. H. Whitley, the 
former Spenker of the House of 
Commons. 


The Commission consisted of 
six Britigh, members and aix 
Indians, and thelr Report’ is” un- 
animous, “ 


Moat of the recommendations 
take the form of advice to em- 
ployersa in India, while proposals 
are made aiming at finding.a re- 
medy for the appalling state of the 
“unregulited factories,” namely, 
those factories which are not 
subject to the Factory Acts. 


These factories are notable for 
unhealthy « conditions, corporal 
punishment, tong hours and low 
pay. An example is yiven Where 
a factory requires work “from ten 
to twelve hours daily for two 
annaa from children of the ten- 


‘dereat years.” 


Recommendations are made for 
the improvement of working con- 
ditions in mines, plantations, 
and atten- 
tion is drawn to the chronic in- 
detedness of the workers, of whom 
the great majority are indebted 
for the grenter part of their lives
